Succeeds Douglas Wilson 


Fallout Effects David Mitchell President 
Described Board of Trade For 1963 


The Little Bow Water project, In¬ 
volving the proposed construction 
of a pipeline toi the Little Bow 
river and two Jl-mllllon gallon 
storage tanks neat town, was over¬ 
whelmingly approved by Vulcan 
ratepayers on Feb. 8, when they 
voted 268 in favor and 16 opposed 
to the by-law authorizing the bor¬ 
rowing of $302,'^50 to finance the 
big project A two-thirds majority 
was required and the actual 
majority gained was over 94%. 
There were three spoiled ballots. 

A total of 456 proprietary elec¬ 
tors were eligible to vote and the 
turnout of 287 was well above the 
average vote on normal money by¬ 
laws, Indicating the Interest of the 
ratepayers in the Issue.

Three members of the consult¬ 
ant engineering firm of C. C. 
Parker, Whittaker A Co., were In 
attendance at the well attended 
public meeting held Wednesday, 
Feb. 7, to answer questions regard¬ 
ing the Little Bow water project. 
From the firm were Mr. Whittaker 
and two other engineers, Harry 
Carswell and Emery Wilson. 

Deep interest in the development 
was shown by the number of 
questions which were asked regard¬ 
ing the mechanic of the operation 
and the general discussion this 
aroused. 

In his opening remarks council¬ 


lor Stu Joiner of the waterworks 
committee stated the seriousness 
of Vulcan’s present water prob¬ 
lem and recommended the new 
project with the guarantee of the 
provincial Water Resources branch 
that a quantity of water would be 
assured while assurance of its 
quality came from the Public 
Health Department. 

The proposed line, 10% miles in 
length running from a point on 
the Little Bow approximately six 
miles south of the Connemara road 
to two reservoirs near the Vulcan 
golf course, would be dug four 
feet in depth with piping now pro¬ 
posed of steel rather than the 
transite pipe used in earlier esti¬ 
mates. Steel pipe was reported by 
Engineer Emery Wilson as much 
superior to transite, being able to 
withstand several times as much 
pressure and needing only one 
pump for the raising of water 400 


feet and flow under pressure to 
the reservoirs. 

Much discussion took place on 
whether six-inch or eight-inch 
pipe should be used for the whole 
of the line and whether it should 
not be put down at the eight foot 
level rather than the four foot 
recommended. It was suggested by 
engineers that tha 8-inch steel 
line would cost $137,000 compared 
with $94,000 for 6-inch pipe for 
this project and that the 6-lnch 
line would be more than adequate 
and cheaper in cost over a 20-year 
period. 

Chief difficulty on going to the 
eight foot level with the pipe 
would be the almost sure problem 
of a great deal of sandstone rock 
excavation needed below the four 
foot level. Increased costs of going 
down the further four feet, if ex¬ 
cavation was all dirt, would be 
about $12,000 but it could run be- 


Radio-active fallout in relation to 
Agriculture was the subject of an 
interesting address given by Dr. H. 
J. Perkins of the Research Branch, 
Dominion Experimental Station, 
Lethbridge, on Wednesday, Feb. 6, 
at the Lodge Hall, following the 
annual luncheon-meeting of the 
Vulcan District Board of Trade. 

Dr. Perkins was introduced by 
Angelo Murphy. 

Radio-active fallout and what it 
might mean to agriculture is the 
subject of considerable research, 
said Dr. Perkins. Radio - active 
isotopes are being used in research 
projects to determine Just what 
their effect is on plants and 
animals. 

Radiation is nothing new and is 
not just man-made, he said*. Apart 
from the exploding of nuclear 
bombs, radiation comes from the 
cosmic rays of outer space, from 
X-rays and from such common de¬ 
vices as TV picture tubes, which 
give off measurable X-rays within 
ten feet 

Radio-activity is harmful to 
humans or animals in two. primary 
ways, the speaker said. The first 
is the genetic hazard, which may 
affect children you may have in 
future years by causing defective 
genes. The second hazard is the 
direct effect it may have of caus¬ 
ing leukemia or bone cancer. 

Some radio-active isotopes are 
short-lived but some have a life of 
30 years or more. Most radio-active 
fallout comes down to earth with 
the rain and is absorbed by the 
soil or by plant life. The meat of 
animals could become contamin¬ 
ated under conditions of heavy 
fallout. 

One of the safest foods that 
could be used in a period of heavy 
fallout would be eggs, as their 
natural shell protection makes it 
unlikely they would become con¬ 
taminated. 

One of the objectives of present 
research projects is to find ways 
to remove radio-active fallout from 
agricultural products. A process 
has now been developed to remove 
Strontium 90 from milk and pro¬ 
gress is being made in other re¬ 
lated fields Another research pro¬ 
ject, said Dr. Perkins, is to find 
plants that will absorb radio-active 
isotopes as they grow and thus re¬ 
move radio-active fallout from the 
soil.

Freezing would be 
no problem as the lines would be 
drained in the fall. 

Asked whether the expenditure 
will be sufficient to look after 
Vulcan’s water supply perman¬ 
ently, the engineers replied that 
the Little Bow project was based 
on an estimated climb of town 
population to 3,300 by 1985. Pre¬ 
sently the line would run at 250 
gallons per minute but pressure 
could be increased to give 450 gal¬ 
lons per minute, which would be 
sufficient to serve a town of 5,800 
population. An additional pump 
and more reservoir space may be 
needed at that time. Reservoirs 
now planned would be 21.000,000 
gallons each In capacity and would 
take about 17 acres in area. They 
would be lined and each year one 
would be drained and cleaned out 
If the project goes forward on 
schedule beginning In March and 
is completed In June the reservoirs 
could be filled by the end of the 
summer. 

Average water consumption per 
day for Vulcan Is 45,000 to 50,000 
gallons in winter up to 125,000 
per day during summer use, with 
summer time use jumping to 180% 
of average consumption.

Credit Union Shows Good 
Progress In Past Year 



The first annual meeting of the 
Vulcan Savings and Credit Union 
was held Jan. 23, 1963 in the Vul- 
Can Legion Hall. 

A report was given by president 
Dave Paton. It indicated that the 
Saving and Credit Union had its 
beginning with 24 members and at 
the end of December 1962 mem- 
hrshiip stood at 102. It was recom¬ 
mended and later approved that 
a diividend of 4% be paid on 
shares. The objective for 1963 is 
200 members and $100,000 share 
capital. 

The Credit Committee reported 
having 16 loans in force totaling 
$13,285. 

Treasurer's report given by J. 
L. Findlay showed share capital 
now at $14,427.31. Gross profits 
$441.94, expenses of $113.06 leav¬ 
ing net profit of $328.88. Of this 
net profit 5% or $16.45 for stab- 
lization fund, 15% or $49.32 for 
guaranty fund, leaving $263.11 on 
which the 4% dividend was paid.

May Wipe Out Public Debt 

The most confusing situation in Canada has been 
the problem of defending the country with or without 
the kind of weapons that should never have been in¬ 
vented. Speaking in Winnipeg where the air is clear, 
Archbishop Clark, the Anglican primate, points out 
that if it is a sin for Canada to have these weapons, 
it is just as sinful to have partners and allies who 
have them. 

There is a clearer analogy in the realm of criminal 
law, which says that in a gang murder the guilt is 
equal on everyone, not merely on the one who fired 
the shot. 

It is obvious from this that Canada had to be¬ 
come a party to the possession of these weapons as 
long as Canada was a member of NATO. The alterna¬ 
tive is to quit NATO. In these time nations may die 
but they never resign. 

There is a distinction between having nuclear 
weapons for NATO and having warheads for weapons 
in Canada. Those weapons in the north that now have 
no ammunition have a range of not more than a few 
hundred miles, so they can’t shoot over the North Pole 
and thus are merely defensive against something com¬ 
ing at us from a long distance. The layman wouldn’t 
know if the aim of these weapons could be changed 
so that they could shoot south-ward, but shooting at 
a neighbor and ally would not be a nice thing to do. 

On the oither hand Canada, having pride if not 
good sense, should own whatever weapons and am¬ 
munition are required. 

There is much discussion about cost. It would be 
a sad joke if after more money had been spent than 
the nation can afford it were discovered that the ex¬ 
penditure had been on the wrong weapons. But if the 
world is to be smashed into smithereens, the public 
debt of this and every other country will be wiped 
out also. —The Printed Word.

of the $302,750. However they had 
based their prices on contractors’ 
estimates and with the cushion of 
$15,000 to $20,000 by way of the 
winter works consideration, It was 
felt this was an accurate figure. 

Asked if this is the only leasable 
method of obtaining a new supply 
of water Mayor M. R. Morrison re¬ 
plied that, figuring the borrowing 
power of the town, this was the 
only project which could be con¬ 
sidered. The Lake McGregor source 
was brought up which would give 
water to Champion as well, but a 
rough estimate of $650,000 for this 
line plus additional 10 or 12 miles 
to Champion put this beyond the 
means of the town.
